Those council members in 
attendance, (Mayor Charier 
Corp and Councilman Tom 
Edwards were both reported 
absent because of illness) 
voted pay adjustments fot 
both groups effective Decem¬ 
ber 1 

TTje police pay plan of 
compensation was amendetl 
to provide a 714% pay ralv? 
effective the first of this 
month with an additional ad¬ 
justment of a similar 
amount as of Jtdy 6, 1981. 

Other city employees were 
granted a 6% adjustment ef¬ 
fective December 1 with an 
other 6% adjustment begin¬ 
ning July 6, 1981. 

Both compensation pack¬ 
ages remain in effect through 
January 8, 1982. 

The council meeting, one 
of the shortest in a while, 
lasting barely 55 minutes, 
was cliaired by Mayor Pro 
Tern Elaine Rudolph. 

Without discussion, the 
cotincll approved the final 
tract map for the housing 
project at 32 East Highland 
Avenue. It had been ap¬ 
proved May 13. 

The council also ok’d the 
extension of the tentative 
tract map approval for the 
condominium conversion at 
439 Mariposa Avenue to 
February 26, 1982. The tenta¬ 
tive map had originally 
been approved on March 2.5, 
1980. 

In specifying his need for 
the extension, Frank Saumer. 
the owner, cited financial 
difficultii's. He stated in a 
letter to the city dated No¬ 
vember 3, 1980, he "antici¬ 
pated having the.se problem.s 
taken care of . . within the 
next year.” 

In other mailers, the coun¬ 
cil approved the request of 
Bernard P. Westkainper, di¬ 
rector of public works, to re¬ 
ceive bids for a new .service 
truck.

Insurance, Lighting 


An adjoui'iU'd meeting of 
ihe Sierra Madre City Conn 
cil will be held at 6 p.m. 
this evening (Thursday) to 
discuss two items: a new 
general, comprehensive, lia¬ 
bility insurance police for 
the city for the coming year 
and Christmas lights in the 
Ivjsiness district. 

The insurance policy c^es- 
tion was to liave been re¬ 
solved at Tuesday night’s 
regular meeting but the pro¬ 
posal for insurance coverage 
were received too late for 
City Administrator James 
McRea to review and maJte 
recomn lendat tons. 

The existing policy ex¬ 
pires on December 15, neces 
sitatin.g the adjourned meet¬ 
ing. 

The question of Christmas 
lighting in the business dis¬ 


trict came up without prior 
official notice when Council¬ 
man Carlyle Griffin report¬ 
ed to the council mernbei’s 
the results of the first meet¬ 
ing of his city beautifieation 
committee meeting. 

Griffin, noting the commit¬ 
tee was an enthusiastic 
group, said it had suggested 
Christmas lights in the busi¬ 
ness district and had al¬ 
ready raised toward the 
cost. 

A discussion of city fiunds 
for this purpose elicited the 
response from Councilman 
Clem Bartolai that if funds 
were restricted for this par- 
icular use he would support 
it but that if the proposed 
expenditure of funds could 
be used elsewhere, he wa.s

Canine Parvovirus Often Fatal 


25th Christmas Decorating Contest 


Upper Hastings Ranch ‘Light Up’ 


Dog Owners Urged 
To Vaccinate Pets 


Dr. Ernest Williams of ttie 
IlH.sting.s Pet Clinic says I'o 
li.a.s seen four cases of Canine 
Parvovirus, a serious disease 
tlireat to dogs In Southern 
California within the last six 
months. 

The disease was discovered 
two years ago and has 
swept over the entire 
world, according to the local 
veterinarian. Canine Paivo- 
viruB has not subsided dur¬ 
ing the months of Septem- 
er and October, as had been 
expected, but instead seems 
to have shown an increase. 

Parvovirus Is an intestinal 
disorder of dogs closely re¬ 
lated to feline (cat) distem¬ 
per. It manifests itself in 
dogs through vomiting, diar¬ 
rhea and high fever, and 
blood is usually found In the 
dog’s feces. 

More than 350 cases of the 
disease have been reported 
around Southern California 
during the months of Sep¬ 
tember and October, 100 


more than the previous two- 
month reporting period, ac¬ 
cording to Southern Califor¬ 
nia Veterinaiv Medical As¬ 
sociation. The figures are a 
result of an onging, volun¬ 
tary survey of the associa¬ 
tion’s small animal hospitals 
and clinics In this part of 
the state. Some doctors are 
reporting a 10-fold increa.se 
this fall. 

Treatment? Williams ex¬ 
plains that early treatment 
of sick animals is essential 
to prevent excessive dehydra¬ 
tion and other complications 
— such as heart problems — 
which can ultimately prove 
fatal If not treated properly. 
Williams says that most 
puppies die from the dis¬ 
ease because they don’t have 
the resistance of older dogs. 
?ick dogs are given intra¬ 
venous fluids and medica¬ 
tion to relax the intestlnol 
tract, Williams explains. 

The disease can be pre¬ 
vented through vaccination 
which Includes a two-dose 


series two to four weeks 
apart. The vaccination 
doesn’t affect the animal ad¬ 
versely. 

The vaccine shor t a g o, 
which had been experienced 
during the summer months, 
' ha.s been overcome due to re¬ 
cent vaccine production. 

’The virus is transmitted 
by excrements from infected 
dogs. Therefore, Willla m s 
says, dogs should receive 
the vaccine If the famll.v 
pets are going to be boarded 
during the holidays. He also 
stresses that any dogs that 
are walked far awav from 
(heir homes should have tlie 
vaccinations. 

The Southern California 
Veterinary Medical Associa¬ 
tion emphasizes that vaccin¬ 
ation protection is only tem¬ 
porary with immunity last¬ 
ing as little as three months 
in some cases. They advise 
that dog owners should con¬ 
sult with their veterinarian 
regarding initial vaeoin.ation 
and booster shots.

Sierra Mesa Future Questioned 


In n Icngtliy and somi-- 
lime.4 heated discu.ssioii, the 
Hoard of Education of tin 
Pasadena Unllied School 
District Tuesday night on e 
split vote authorized its staff 
lo continue discussions for a 
short-term lease of Sierra 
Mesa for educational pur¬ 
poses. 

At least three private 
schools have expressed .'onu 
interest in the use af the 
vacant school facility. Most 
prominently mentioned has 
been Maranatha School, a 
private schrsl located in 
Arcadia, one that presently 
uses some facilities in Sierra 
Madre for its ediicatloivil 
program. 

Superintendent Ramr-n C. 
Cortlnes’ recomrriendnllon to 
the hoard “thal the .Sierra 
Mesa propr-rly be Ii>ased for 


•sehoo! use only," met the 
most opposition from Elbie 
J. Hickambottom, vico-i>re.st- 
fWnt of the board. He also 
oppossed the rocommenda - 
tion that the school .staff he 
authorized to continue discus 
sions with representatives oi 
the Maranatha High Soho;.I 
for a lea.so nf five years with 
an option to renew upon the 
same terms for another five 
years. 

Rai.sing two objections to 
the recommendation, Hick- 
ambottoni criticized both the 
restrtctisi use for school pur¬ 
poses and the "exclusive" 
negotiations with Maranathe 
He said, "I’m not sure I 
would be prepared to take 
the pfisition that it be used 
only for .school purposes. 
Secondly, I’m not ready for 
exclusive negotiations with 


Maranatha. 

Ho continued, “I think s 
five-year tea.so is the maxi¬ 
mum period I would favor. I 
don’t see us negotiating e\ 
cluslvely with anyone.” 

Board membor Kathryn T. 

Nack opposed a lea.se for a 
period of lime any longer 
Inan five ve.ars. 

In voicing hei opposition, 

Nack pointed out that a 
lease of 10 years is not an 
option .under the guideliiie.s 
adopted earliei this year by 
the board for considering 
the disposal of live surplus 
sites including Sierra Me.se.

Bill of Rights Week 
observed this week 

Our nation’s founders established the U.S. Constitution 
in 1787 and on December 15. 1791 added the 10 amend 
ments, popularly known as the Bill of Rights, to further 
protect the rights of individuals and guarantee that they 
cannot be denied by goverrtment. 

The Bill of Rights, in a single page, is a memorable 
listing of the rights by which our democracy lives. These 
first 10 amendments to the Constitution have continued to 
guarantee our freedoms since their adoption 189 years 
ago. 

Our rights to open discussion through free speech and 
a free press and the institution of trial by jury are among 
the fundamental principles of this historic document. 

For the 40th consecutive year, the Bill of Rights Com¬ 
memoration Committee is sponsoring varied civic w'cti- 
vities to focus attention on the observance of Bill of Rights 
Week, December 14 - 20. The committee's goal is to sus¬ 
tain and renew the awareness of our American heritage. 
Everyone should participate by re reading the statement of 
our rights.

Pets, especially puppies 
anr] kittens a.s well as uld<T 
dogs and cats, are similar to 
other Chiistma.s merchandisr- 
in one respect, says Robert I. 
Rush, general manager of 
the Los Angeles City Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Regulation. 
According to Rush, quality 
pet supply is available now. 
but as the holiday ap- 
proches the supply dimin- 
i.shcs. 

Pet stores, dog Kennels, 
public animal shelters, and 
license breeders have excel¬ 
lent animal.s in supply at the 
present time, and have pets 
available that conform to the 
personal reguirem e n t s of 
nearly all pet purchasers. In 
this regard, Rush suggests 
that ix)tpntial pet owners do 
some shopping before pur¬ 
chasing a dog or a cat. 

The California Veterinary 
Medical Association suggest.^ 
remembering certain point 
ers; 

— Decide first what size pet 
you can accommodate In 
your house or apartment. 
Allow enough room for the 
t.nirfial to sleeB, eat.‘'*play 
ani„ ..exercise, pe sure- 
select a pet that will fit into 
.vour family’s style of living 
Dogs, for example, need out¬ 
door e.xerclse 

— “Exotic animals” such as 
monkeys, skunks, mountain 
cats, and reptiles rarely 
make good pets. They an 
usually expensive and diffi¬ 
cult to care for and are not 
recommended as house pets. 

— When choosing hamsters, 
birds, white rats, or other 
caged pets, be sure to have 
ihe housing and food select 
nd before you get the pet. 
And remember, water and 
cleanliness are vital for their 
health. 

— Pets cost money Be pr« - 
pared for the day-to-day ex¬ 
penses of food, health care 
and other essentials. Free 
pets from animal shelters 
may also Involve some ex¬ 
penses, Including inocula¬ 
tions and license fees. 

Any animal you bring 


Into you- home should be 
examined and vaccinated 
against infectious disease- 
And, depending upon local 
laws, your pet may also re¬ 
quire a license and a rabies 
inoculation. Distemper can 
be fatal to dog.s and cats. 

— If you choose a kitten 
or puppy as a gift, you ma.\- 
wish to have them spayed 
or neutered. With many un 
wanted animals roam i n g 
free, this will help animal 
population control and frees 
you from the burden of find 
Ing homes for kittens or pup¬ 
pies. 

— Good health care for pet.s 
will help Insure a long and 
happy life. This Includes 
proper nutrition, regu 1 a v 
medical examination, a warm 
and dry place to sleep, ade¬ 
quate exercise, and ample 
frc.sh drinking water. Don't 
overfeed anlm a 1 s. They 
should not be substitutes for 
garbage cans. Keep regular 
schedules for eating and ex 
ercise. 

— - "Housebreaking” cats and 
dogs should begin at once 
Bad habits foi-m quickly, sc 
the whole family should bo 
prepared to help. Cat boxe-- 
should be cleaned daily if 
you. plan to keep them In 
dooSrs all the time. 

— Itesponsible pet owrieis 
are good citizens. If you have 
a dog or oat, you should ire 
familiar with local leash 
laws. Also, curb your dog 
for safety and sanitation. 
Road accidents are a prirne 
cause of animal death in 
California. 

— Children sliould learn 
proper care and respect for 
the health and well-being of 
animals. Cruel treatment 
usually comes from ignor¬ 
ance. Have first-aid informa¬ 
tion ready for emergencies. 
_New dog owners are re¬ 
minded their dogs must bi' 
licensed at the age of four 
month.s; that they should he 
spayed or neutered at the 
age of six months; that they 
must have their anti-rabies 
inoculations every 30 months 
and that tliey must be re- 
stained on a leash not ex¬ 
ceeding sdx feet bi length 
when off the owner's prop 
erty.

He climbs his 
ladder, which he carries on 
his truck with him at all 
times, takes the variety of 
hrushes up to the roof with 
him. hrushes down the in¬ 
side of tlie chimney and 
rlimbs back down his lad¬ 
der.

But there's more to it than 
that, Nielsen explains. In tlu 
hour to two hours it takes 
him for -vno-slory liomes, he 
manages to complete the 
whole job. For two-story 
homes it takes him about 15 
minutes longer, he says. 

A light helps him to in 
spect the chimney first, tell¬ 
ing him how much of a job 
this one is really going tc 
be Are there live birds? 
Dead birds? Bats? How long 
has it been since the chim 
ney w'as cleaned? 

He carefully scats off the 
entire inside area, using 
masking tape and paper as 
well as a drop cloth. Then 
outside and up to the top 
he climbs witli his nylon and 
steel brushes. That’s where 
most of the action takes 
place. Back down the lad¬ 
der and inside the home, he 
uncovers the interior of the 
chimney and uses the biggest 
motor he can get on a com¬ 
mercial vacuum cleaner 
an 11-amp — which sucks up 
the end of the debris, com¬ 
pleting the entire job. 

The chimney sweep ex¬ 
plains that the fire box of a 
fireplace tapers into the flue. 
He has to brush dowm the 
tapered area from within, 
and most of the debris falls 
behind the damper where 
there’s smoke shelf. This is 
the area whore rain birds 
— whatever — are caught, 

.Nielsen says he reseals . 
every new vacuum cleaner 
he buys by taking it apart 
and doubling up sealing so 
that it won’t leak. Soot man¬ 
ages to v/ork its way into all 
sorts of small places, he ex 
plains, touching his soot- . 
stained red beard. 

What tools does he .use for 
his trade? A ladder, about 
13 different-sized brushes, a 
vacuum cleaner, wrenches, 
tape and paper for sealing, 
a scissors, a drop light and 
WD40 "forj sticky dampers."
